cd States held the American Tobac 
co ( om pany and its allied corpora 
tions, to -be operating in violation of 
bae Sherm an an ti-tru st law. 
By directing th at the com bination 
be forbidden th e privilege of in te r­ 
state com m erce or be placed in th* 
hands of a receiver unless it disin­ 
tegrates, in harm ony with the law 
w ithin six or at 
the 
m ost 
eight, 
m onths, the court is regarded to have. 
dealt with the tobacco organizations 
more drastically than with the Stand, 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, the 
dissolution of which was ordered two. 
weeks ago. 
Both the first and second sections 
of the Sherm an an ti-tru st law have 
been violated by th e so-called Tobac­ 
co T rust, according to th* court. Not 
only has it re-trained w rongfully and 
unlaw fully interstate commerce, 
in 
the eyes of th e court, hut it has a t­ 
tem pted to monopolize 
the 
tobacco 
business to the injury of tile public 
and of its com petitors. 
Touch of Leniency is Shown. 
AY hile the decree was r* garded a.-: 
unusually severe, at the same tim e 
th ere was a touch of leniency in not 
m aking the com bination an outlaw 
“No. 2.*' 
The various elem ents of the com 
bination are to be given an opportun­ 
ity, under the 
supervision 
of 
the 
United S tates C ircuit Court for the 
Southern D istrict of New York of re­ 
creation, so th at th ere m ay be brough4, 
about “ a new condition which shall 
be honestly 'in harm ony with and no! 
repugnant to the law .” 
Ch cf Justice Announces Opinion. 
The opinion of the court was an­ 
nounced by Chief Justice YY'hite. whc 
also delivered the 
opinion 
of

co u rt j nthe Standard Oil case. TI 
entire court agreed th at the tobacc 
com pany violated the Sherm an an ti­ 
tru st law, but Associate Justice B ar 
Ian dissented from the repeated i' 
terpretation of- the 
Sherm an 
anti 
trust law so as to call for the appli­ 
cation of the “rule of reason” in de­ 
term ining what restrain ts of trade 
were forbidden by the act. In this iv 
spect the division of the court wa- 
the same as in the Standard Oil case. 
Justice H arlan also took issue wit )’ 
the rest of the court as to The re- \ 
organization of the tobacco company j 
maying that he had found nothing in ! 
the record which mode him at all an­ 
xious to perpetrate any new combi­ 
nation am ong these com panies, which 
the court conceded at all tim es ex­ 
hibited a conscious wrong-doing.”
